Portrait At Museum __ . 


The Merrimack Valley Textile 
Museum has acquired an early 
nineteenth century oil portrait of 
Abraham Marland of Andover, one 
of America’s pioneer textile manu- 
facturers, according to an an- 
nouncement from the Museum. 

Director Thomas W. Leavitt said 
the portrait, which is unsigned 
but thought to date from about 
1830, was obtained from Marland’s 
great-great-granddaughters, . the 
Misses Laura, Charlotte and Edna 
Marland of Main Street, Andover. 
After restoration, it will be ids- 
played in the Museum. 

Abraham Marland was born in 
Lancashire, England, and came to 
the United States in 1801, where 
he settled in Beverly. In 1807 
he moved to Andover where he 
attempted unsuccessfully to manu- 


facture Cotton.’ (Hts acquaintance, - 


Samuel Slater, was well on“ his 
way toward making a fortune in 
cotton manufacturing at the time.) 

In 1812, Marland set himself up 
as a woolen manufacturer, beating 
his famous friend and neighbor, 
Nathaniel Stevens, by at least a 
year. He established a factory 
near present-day Route 28 in An- 
dover, on the Shawsheen River, 
between 1821 and 1823. In 1834 
he organized the Marland Manu- 
facturing Company which he ran 
until his death in 1849. 


The Merrimack Valley Textile 
Museum was incorporated in 1960 
and is now a major reference and 
research center for the history of 
textile manufacturing in the United 
States. Inside its exhibit galleries 
is a major display devoted to cloth- 
making implements of the nine- 
teenth century.

To Hear Reading Consultant 


The Merrimack Valley A ssocia- 
tion For Children With Learning 
Disabilities will meet on Monday 
evening, April 13 at eight o’clock 
at the Ballard Vale United Church 
in Ballardvale. The public is in- 
vited. 

A program of vital interest to 
anyone interested in the field of 
learning disabilities and particu- 
larly teaching personnel and school 
administrators will be presented 
by Mrs, Alice Ansara, head of the 
reading department, Manter Hall 
School in Cambridge and consul- 
tant for Educators Publishing Ser- 
vice, Cambridge. Mrs, Ansara is 
lecturer and consultant for in-ser- 
vice teacher training programs 
throughout the country. As work- 

‘shop coodinator she gives advanced 

training in the identification and 
remediation of language learning 
disability, assisted by language 
specialists and psychologists, This 
is usually done under auspices of 
her publisher or upon invitation 
from departments within the State 
Board of Education. 

Author of many publications, the 
speaker is currently involved in 
doing research work of approxi- 
mately 4200 children, grades K-3, 
for early identification of specific 
language disability. 

In her presentation on Monday 
evening, Mrs. Ansara will illus- 
trate the importance of early iden- 
tification of language learning pro- 
blems by showing slides of normal 
and deviant language performance 
explaining the significance of the 
behavior. She will suggest and 
illustrate simple ways of spot- 
ting possible problems at home 
and in the classroom, showing 


slides of materials typical of those 
used in the classroom. Audience 
reaction in terms of what they see 
as the learning task posed by 
the materials and the problems 
posed by these children will be 
discussed, The speaker will sug- 
gest ways in which the educa- 
tional problems can be overcome 
and give cases where they have 
been successfully treated. 


The Merrimack Valley A ssocia- 
tion of Children with Learning 
Disabilities is an organization of 
parents, professionals and other 
persons interested in solving the 
problem of the estimated 25 per- 
cent of the student population af- 
fected by dyslexia, specific lan- 
guage or learning difficulties or 
perceptual handicap.

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Summer School Principals 


Summer school principals were 
elected for both the elementary 
and secondary school sessions in 
Andover last Tuesday night. 

The school committee unan- 
imously elected James Murphy, 
high school math department head, 
to head the secondary summer 
school for a second year, and 
elected Frank Cambria, guidance 
counselor at Shawsheen and Cen- 
tral School, to be new principal 
of the elementary summer school, 

The plan of each session will 
be to offer both remedial (more 
preventive, at the younger level) 
and enrichment programs to An- 
dover students in the summer, in 
a carefully planned, but informal 
framework. 

In the remedial areas bothCam- 
bria and secondary summer school 
head Murphy told the committee 
Tuesday night that they will be 
working closely with school prin- 
cipals, teachers in reading and 
other special areas, and guidance 
counselors for referrals to their 
summer sessions, -- also for 
pinpointing subject areas, and par- 
ticular points within them, where 
pupils need strengthening. 

The elementary summer school 
again will be held in the Ban- 
croft School. Frank Cambria 
succeeds Central School principal- 
elect Edwin Regan; now Shaw- 
sheen principal, as summer school 
principal. 

Details on the prozram will be 
published soon, Cambria said he 
intends to continue, and hopes to 
amplify, last year’s program, 
which included nature study, physi- 
cal education and rhythmics, en- 
richment classes and instruction 
for children with specific learn- 
ing difficulties. 

The administration is consider- 


‘ing Cambria’s proposal for in- 


cluding a summer camp program 
for culturally deprived children 
in the community, and awaits a 
federal grant decision to imple- 
ment it.

duction of systems in the moon- 
flight capsule, developed by RCA 
at its Aerospace division complex 
in Burlington, are Robert 
Buchanan, 60 Haverhill St.; Sandra

Town Manager J. Maynard Aus- 
tin also said that he had heard 
of the petition. The manager said 
the matter was discussed during 
budget considerations prior to the 
annual town meeting and that the 
police chief had indicated that his 
needs were not for lieutenants, 
‘at this time.’’ 

Austin said that possibly such 
consideration would come about 
in a year or two after the de- 
partment moves _ into its new 
quarters in the public safety cen- 
ter on North Main street. 

If the proper amount of certi- 
fied signatures are presented, the 
selectmen would have no choice 
but to put the matter in the war- 
rant at a special town meeting.

Town Manager Austin said that 
it is possible a special session 
will be called at that time in or- 
der that preliminary plans for an 
addition to the Central school could 
be presented and funds sought to 
further the project. 

The committee is currently 
meeting to review the plans and 
come to agreement on the pre- 
sentation. 

Should the article for the ap- 
pointment of additional lieutenants 
be in that warrant, it could face 
difficult times, since the Finance 
Committee holds a decisive edge 
in the matter. 

Since money would have to be 
appropriated for the additional 
men, the FinCom, under town by- 
laws, can reject it, thus prohibit- 
ing action by the voters at a 
special town meeting. Any fund- 


| ing article must have FinCom 


approval before allowing it to be 
acted upon by the town meeting. 

Promotion of three officers 
would possibly also be ac- 
companied by appointment of three 
patrolmen to fill the vacancies 
created by the elevation in rank.

in the amount of government com- 
modities available to the town, the 
necessity for higher labor costs, 
plus long-standing requests from 
school principals, as well as school 
children, for more food, more of 
the food the children like, and 
more variety in the menu.

Miss Ratynski’s companion re- 
commendation for a wage increase 
from $1.75 to $2.00 an hour for the 
cafeteria workers, witha$5 a week 
raise in the wages of the managers, 
retroactive to April 1. She pointed 
out that the present $1.75 an hour 
was too low for jovs that offer 
only two or three hours work each 
day. 

Andover resident Miss Ratynski, 
a former Andover school lunch- 
muncher herself, with added ex- 
perience as a Stouffer foodexpert, 
said the cafeteria’s aim was to 
feed the children and meet the aims 
of the school lunch program, also 
to make school lunch attractive 
and a pleasant experience in the 
child’s day. She has met with 
student groups from all three 
secondary schools to determine 
what foods, and type of service 
will best accomplish this. She said 
school favorites are hot dogs, 
hamburgers, pizza, spaghetti and 
sub sandwiches, but she reported 
that it is impossible to serve 
these at 25 cents a meal; the cost 
is closer to 50¢. The schools have 
had to make a choice between 
quantity and quality. 

Miss Ratynski said that some 
of the ‘‘little things that would 
mean a lot’’ to students, are larger 
servings, cheese and Italian bread 
with spaghetti, more fresh fruit. 

Some of the changes which have 
already been instituted which stu- 
dents and faculty seem to have 
appreciated are fresh salads, 
frozen vegetables in place of some 
canned, Swedish meatballs, and, 
dear to students’ hearts, cafeteria 
workers service efforts to avoid 
the soggy hot dog bun.

child is truly interested in. Then 
when you learn, see how you can 
pursue this together, perhaps it 
will start with a triptothe library. 
The information you find together 
to foster the interest, or a trip to 
the hardware store together to get 
the raw materials to start.” 

School administrators point out 
that the Andover schools go out 
of their way to offer opportunities 
for parents to do things with their 
children, but meet with little ‘in- 
terest. 

Andover high school teams 
brought home four championships 
this winter, yet how many of the 
invited parents came with their 
children to the athletic banquet 
honoring the winter’s achieve- 
ments? only a handful. 

Bancroft School now offers 
recreation evenings for fathers and 
sons, and for mothers and daugh- 
ters, on alternate Thursdays. Yet, 
Principal Earl Simon says that no 
one has showed up yet to use the 
gym, the chessboards, the ping 
pong tables with their kids, 

‘Lots of parents could share 
hobbies and special interest with 
other kids, as well as their own,” 
Superintendent Seifert pointed out. 
‘*We are delighted to have them use 
the schools as meeting places to 
pursue these, and hope we will 
hear from parents who are inter- 
ested and willing to do this.” 

The Student Activity Center at 
the high school began with the 
hope that adults would become in- 
volved, drop in to chat with stu- 
dents, join in interests pursued 
there. The TOWNSMAN asked a 
SAC advisor Jim Carroll how this 
has worked out. ‘‘A few parents 
have become involved, and it makes 
a big difference, but it’s a 
minority.’’ 

‘*The kids withproblems, drink- 
ing, etc., are almost a stereotype, 
needing attention. Generally 
speaking, you can recognize the 
kids that come from a true 
‘*family’’ situation. Their parents 
get involved, are interested, and 
these kids don’t have to seek at- 
tention by drinking and drugs.”

site, but as yet has been unable 
to get the workmen to return on 
a steady basis. 

The delay in finishing the tar- 
ring of the roof and sealing of the 
area has delayed interior work.

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Editorial Comment 


Responsibility 


We were a bit appalled this week to receive a private 
report dealing with some young people, of junior high 
school age, having imbibed a bit too much in alcohol. 

One youngster was arrested by local police over the 
weekend and faces action in juvenile court for possession 
of alcoholic beverages. 

Another person, we are told, was taken to a local 
hospital for treatment after over-indulgence in alcohol. 

The problem is not one eminating from the schools, 
where chaperones and police are on hand to supervise ac- 
tivities, » 

Indications are that these problems are stemming from 
unchaperoned parties in private homes either before or 
after the supervised dances. 

The problem is not related to either of the junior high 
schools in town or the high school. It appears to be in the 
home where the source is available. 

We talk of drugs and alcohol as being problems. 

We have editorially harped on the drug problem locally 
in particular and throughout the area in general. 

We have done so based on an advisory from a person in 
authority, who has predicted a death by drugs for an An- 
dover youth by July. 

It is hoped this can be averted by local action. 

Now there appears to be further problems among rest- 
less youths trying out alcoholic beverages. 

From appearances, much of the problem stems from a 
lack of parental responsibility. 

When Johnny or Mary plan to have friends in before or 
after a dance or other social event, there should be an 
adult in attendance. 

Too often, such is not the case, thus trouble begins. 

There is access to the liquor cabinet and the challenge 
to give it a try. 

Unchaperoned, youthful parties can lead to a plethora 
of possibilities. 

Parental responsibility does not cease with birth. 

It continues for years. There are many years required to 
mold a child into being a responsible citizen. ‘These are 
important years when the cocktail party must be bypassed, 
or the social events left behind for a while, by the parents. 

This commentary is not intended to be a condemnation 


of an overall Andover attitude. It is simply a message to 
ask that.there be more awareness among parents of what is 
happening. 

Probably better stated, it is a hope for a full return to 
family living. 


Library 


Next week is marked as National Library week, a rather 
significant week locally. 

Andover is fortunate in having, what we consider, one 
of the finest library facilities and staffs in this area. 

This year the library, in observing the special week set 
aside to focus attention on such facilities, is assisting 
local groups in bringing attention to ecology. 

Memorial Hall library has been for many years one of 
Andover’s finest assets. Its facilities provide adequate 
research and entertainment facilities for Andover residents 
and those employed locally. 

It’s value is attested to be its selection as a regional 
center, assisting in meeting the demands of several other 
libraries in nearby communities. 

Memorial Hall library has certainly met local needs. ‘The 
taxpayers, too, are deserving of credit for this facility, 
since they have always responded to the financial needs 
to update the library and meet the needs of a growing com- 
munity. 

Andover’s library is certainly emblematic as having met 
the needs of the town, with a sincere promise to continue 
to be of service. 


Civil Defense 


We are pleased to join with state officials in com- 
mending Andover’s civil defense program. 
A week ago Civil Defense Director Burton Batcheller 


attended a state meeting in Tewksbury at which the local 
program was applauded. The town has sufficient stocked 
shelter areas to accommodate the entire town population, 
or in excess of 23,000 persons. 

Such action taken by the CD director over a period of 


time is worthy of note. 


Batcheller is now planning a shelter program, seeking 
100 volunteers to spend 48 hours in a fallout shelter to 
increase awareness of the need for readiness in case of 


emergency or disaster. 


State officials selected Andover for this pilot program, 
Since it had a model local program. 

Batcheller has obtained considerable needed equipment 
for the town, at nominal cost through the CD program. 

All of this is exemplary, particularly in view of many 
hours of private time given to the local agency by Batchel- 
ler, whose annual salary is only slightly over $1,000.

Don’t 
throw them in the trash or even 
bury them -- they will contami- 
nate all soil, air, or water they 


may contact.

Massachusetts has found a solu- 
tion, and it’s hoped that other states 
will quickly follow their neighbor’s 
example. 

The Massachusetts Department 
of Natural Resources is collecting 
all persistent pesticides between 
now and January 23rd at its State 
Forest and Park offices. Citizens 
are asked to bring their supplies 
of DDT, DDD, dieldrin, aldrin, en- 
drin, toxaphene, and heptachlor to 
the nearest State Forest and Park 
collecting facility. 

The Massachusetts Audubon 
Society is also helping out by 
collecting the pesticides at its 
sanctuary offices. 

All pesticides collected will be 
delivered to the storage bunkers 
of the old Cohasset Annex of the 
Hingham Naval Ammunition Depot, 
which is now a state park. They 
will be stored there until arrange-

ments can be made for destroying 
them in a new experimental high- 
heat incinerator inWhitman, Mass. 


The pesticides can be broken 
down and decomposed by the ex- 
treme heat produced by the new 
incinerator, without danger of the 
poison escaping into the air.

Arthur W. Brownell, Massachu- 
setts Commissioner of Natural 
Resources, warned, ‘‘Any quan- 
tity of DDT, or other hard pesti- 
cide -- whether it be a ton, a 
pound, or even an ounce -- can 
be harmful to humans, all other 
living creatures and the environ- 
ment in which we live, and there- 
fore should be turned over to 
state officials for ultimate and 
safe disposal. 

“The trouble with these hard 
pesticides is that you just can’t 
toss them out withthe other house- 
hold waste, flush them down the 
kitchen sink, or even bury them. 
They won’t decompose and they 
contaminate all soil, air or water 
they may. contact.

Andover Raytheon Plant Highlighted 


Successful flight tests of in- 
dustrial prototypes of the improved 
Hawk ground-to-air missile sys- 
tem produced at Raytheon Com- 
pany’s. Missile Systems Division 
plant in Andover and continued 
production of the basic Hawk sys- 
tem are highlighted in the com- 
pany’s 1969 annual report now 
being mailed to more than 28,000 
stockholders. 

Raytheon reported earnings and 
earnings per share 11 per cent 
higher than a year ago and the 
highest sales, earnings, and earn- 
ings per share in its history. 
Earnings were $35.2 million, or 
$2.35 a common share, on sales 
of$1 billion, 285 million. It was 
the fifth consecutive year of record 
earnings and the fourth of record 
sales. 

Andover Plant Manager Joseph 
Glasser, commenting onthe annual 
report, said, ‘‘The Andover 
facility is an important element in 
the company’s growth and will 
continue to be a vital contributing 
element in the year ahead. 

‘‘We received our first pro- 
duction order for improved Hawk 
missiles during the year and flight 
tests are continuing. The improved

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the widely deployed Hawk system, ’’ 
he said, 

“The basic Hawk system, which 
Andover has been producing for 
eleven years, continues to fill 
an important air defense need both 
in the U. S, and overseas,’’ Mr. 
Glasser said. 

The Raytheon executive said that 
transfer of all operations from 
the present Andover manufacturing 
facility to the new Andover plant 
will be completed during 1970. 

The Missile Systems Division, 
the company’s largest division, 
operates plants and laboratories 
in Bedford and Lowell; Bristol, 
Tenn.; White Sands, New Mexico; 
and Oxnard, Calif. 

Major programs at the division 
are the SAM-D (Surface-to-Air 
Missile’ Development) program, a 
highly mobile system being de- 
veloped for defense against high 
performance aircraft and short 
range missiles; the Missile Site 
Radar for the Safeguard System; 
two versions of the radar guided 
air-to-air Sparrow missile; the 
infrared guided air-to-air Side- 
winder missile; and development 
work in avionic systems. 

In their letter to stockholders, 
Raytheon President Thomas L. 
Phillips and Chairman Charles 
F, Adams reported that the com- 
pany continues to be balanced be- 
tween commercial and govern- 
ment business with a broad earn- 
ings base both domestically and 
overseas. They predicted contin- 
ued growth and profit opportunities 
in 1970 and the decade ahead.

| Beet Greens 
| Arriving 


The first native crop of the 
season -- greenhouse grown, but 
spring’s first crop -- is beet 
greens, therichly nutritious vege- 
table for kids who don’t like spin- 
ach. They’re prepared ‘in much 
the same way: drop in boiling 
water for two or three minutes, 
drain and serve with butter, olive 
oil or vinegar, and salt and pep- 
per. They’re showing up now on 
produce counters. Worth a try! 

The coming week should see 
possible price reductions in native 
greenhouse cucumbers, this being 
the peak of the harvest. They’re 
fresh, crisp and unwaxed .. .and 
flavorful as any you’ find through- 
out the year. 

Weather permitting, 
achusetts growers will now begin 
to harvest a crop that has win- 
tered in the ground -- spring- 
dug parsnips. They’re left to 
sweeten under the snow, and dug 
for market when the frost is out 
of the ground. Spring-dug par- 
snips have many fans -- look for 
them any day now. 

Out in the Berkshires, where 
the snow is still two feet deep, 
the cry ‘‘sap is running” has 
already been heard, The maple 
Syrup producers are collecting 
and evaporating as fast as they 
can, in the annual race to keep up 
with the trees. A number of pro- 
ducers welcome visitors to the 
‘*sugar bush’’; for information, 
contact the Berkshire Pioneer 
Maple Producers’ Coop, Ashfield, 
Mass. 01330. 

As the weather improves -- it’s 
hard to be sure, in early April 
-- more and more roadside stands 
will be opening, withtheir wonder- 
ful displays of bedding plants, 
fertilizers, and gardening aids. 
When you begin to see them, you 
know it must be spring!
